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Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to require the tax 
collector to settle in full with the treasurer on 
January ist, 1963 for all personal and 
poll taxes as committed, and to collect 
all real estate taxes or to secure proper tax 
liens as directed by the Selectmen, after 
eight months from date of commitment, all 
liens so taken to become interest bearing at 
six percent at date of filing or act anything 
relating thereto. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell any or all real estate which 
the town has acquired interest in by virtue 
of tax lien certificates or tax lien sale for such 
consideration as said Selectmen shall deem 
advisable. The Selectmen to execute to pur- 
chaser a deed for and in the name of the 
Town conveying all said Town’s rights, titles, 
and interest therein.

all or any part thereof. 


Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
Rutland Road, so called, from the line be- 
tween the Edwin Whitaker Farm and Harry 
Leeman Farm, to Plymouth Town Line. 
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Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to diseontinite the 
Clark Road, so called, from Ward Hill Road 
Easterly to the Haley Road. 


Art. 36. To choose any committee, hear the report of 
any and act thereon. 


Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to exempt any or 
all businesses in Troy subject to the new 
Sunday Blue Laws from the same. 

The Registrar of Voters will be at the above named 
hall and place of meeting on Saturday the day of said 
meeting, for the purpose of correcting the list of voters 
from 9:30 o’clock in the forenoon until the polls are 
closed.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to 
help people and the community as a whole to achieve 
and maintain optimal health. Your public health nurse 
carries out this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, 
and rehabilitative services to individuals and families in 
their homes; through health services in schools; and 
through organized community programs for prevention 
of illness and promotion of health. 


A summary of public health nursing services given 
in the Town of Troy during the year 1961 follows: 


The major program in Troy this year was the school 
immunization clinic. Twenty children were vaccinated 
against smallpox; 51 protected against diphtheria and 
tetanus, and 15 completed polio immunization. 


Troy families continue to use the Unity child health 
conference service and we feel this is well attended. 
Troy children receive medical supervision from a pedia- 
trician plus immunization as indicated. 


In order to consolidate activities, a lay group,com- 
prised of representative members from each town has 
been organized. These interested mothers are trained 
in hearing and vision testing, recording pertinent data, 
and assisting the public health nurse in whatever tasks 
non-professional workers can perform. This will] not only 
release the public health nurse’s time for more duties that 
requ're professional skills, but it will also strengthen the 
health program. 
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For 1962, we hope to offer the fifth or booster aose 
of polio vaccine to all children up to eighteen years ot 
age. This booster shot is recommended every two years 
for continued immunity. Also, it is hoped that more home 
visiting can be made to individual families with proolems. 


Years have passed since first the Public Health 
Nurse and Community joined hands for promoting better 
health within our jurisdiction. As we look backward, we 
see, from a very slow start, the combined effort has been 
worthwhile. Today with our broader facilities, improved 
means of communication and transportation, we really 
can feel a measure of accomplishment. This could only 
have come about through our faith in each other and 
our ability to work together. I am proud to have been 
a member of your team.

TOWN TREASURER ~ 


The Treasurer’s cash book, check book and other 
records were closely examined and it was noted that a 
good and complete record of the Year’s transactions had 
been kept. 


All payments had been made by check upon properly 
issued Selectmen’s warrants. A reconciliation of the 
checking account had been made each month by the 
Treasurer and all deposits could be quickly identified as 
the correct amount of certain receipts. 


We have prepared a reconciliation of the Treasurer’s 
cash balance of $10,467.56 as of February 28, 1961 and 
our findings have been set forth in Schedule 1 of the audit. 


TAX COLLECTOR 


The Tax Collector received a commitment of

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$11.70 thus leaving 1960 uncollected taxes of $6.00 as 
of February 28, 1961.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


For the Year 1962 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Maine Department of Health and Welfare 


The Department of Health and Welfare with the 
public health nurse as its representative, offers various 
services to individuals and communities. Each person’s 
health problems differ, as do community problems, there- 
fore, service is given as needs indicate. This is done by 
teaching and guiding families through visits to their 
homes, providing leadership to community groups in 
evaluating health needs and planning to meet these 
needs. Consultation services with other agencies in the 
Department of Health and Welfare are used to help 
strengthen and augment the community health program. 

The community used the monthly child health con- 
ference service at Unity. Because of the re-distribution 
of grades, Troy students participate in the Unity school 
health program. 

Health council members tested the school children’s 
hearing and vision, recorded the findings on individual 
health records, and reported difficulties to the public 
health nurse. She then visited the parents to assist in 
plans for medical attention. 

Your community requested and received permission 
from the school department to have medical examina- 
tions to be offered each year to children in the second, 
fifth and eighth grades. This program will be started 
early in 1963. Troy students, in junior primary and eighth 
grades, will participate in the intradermal tuberculin 
testing program this coming spring.

During my brief tenure as superintendent of schools 
I have enjoyed my visits to the Troy Central School and 
to the meetings of the School Club. I sincerely appreciate 
your many kindnesses down through the years and look 
forward to the future with a great deal of optimism.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN CLERK 


Records of the town clerk that had any bearing upon 
this audit were carefully examined and found to be 
neat and complete. The minutes of the annual town 
meeting were reviewed and found to be in order and in 
agreement with the records of other town officials. 

Bonds of those required to be bonded were recorded 
as well as the oaths of office of the various town officials. 

The collection of dog taxes was examined and 
found to have been handled correctly. 


TOWN TREASURER: 


The cash book, check book and other records of 
the treasurer were examined and it was noted that 
money receipted for had been regularly and promptly 
deposited. All disbursements had been made by check 
upon properly issued selectmen’s warrants. 

All payments had payrolls, bills, vouchers or other 
statements to substantiate the payment. 

A cash balance of $13,389.38 was noted as of Feb- 
ruary 28, 1962 and this was reconciled with the bank 
and found to be in agreement. This reconciliation has 
been reported as Schedule 1 of this audit. 

The handling of payroll deductions was reviewed 
and found to have been properly handled and proper 
agencies receiving their respective reports on time. 

The collection of tax liens was examined in detail 
and it was seen that proper credits had been posted. 


TAX COLLECTOR: 


A commitment of $25,358.52 was given to the coll- 
ector plus supplemental taxes amounting to $36.00. This 
was accounted for by cash to the treasurer of $23,926.52; 
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abatements were granted in the amount of $42.48; and 
liens were placed in the amount of $1,370.60 thus leaving 
$54.92 of uncollected 1961 taxes as of February 28, 1962. 

A list of all unpaid taxes at the close of the muni- 
cipal year under audit will be found as Schedule 2 of 
this audit. 


ASSESSORS, SELECTMEN AND GENERAL: 


The valuation book as prepared by the assessors 
was examined in detail and found to be correct and in 
our opinion descriptions used are proper and will meet 
all requirements. 

A summary of the valuations as arrived at by the 
Assessors may be found as part of Exhibit C of our audit.
